Wide Loop Got His Quickness 


From Sire Piggin String

When Wide Loop won his second con- 
secutive victory, he set a lot of curious 
persons, including this reporter, to check- 
ing on his background. He is by Piggin 
String—and thereby hangs a tale that 
could happen only in the Far West. 

Thirteen years ago 2 Tucson horse- 
men. J. R. Jelks and W. W. Wollard. left 
Arizona for the yearling sales in Ken- 
tucky. They returned with a carload of 
horses, among them a son of Ariel—Wig- 
gle. by Pennant, which became known as 
Piggin String. 

A piggin string. in case you are not 
up on such things. is the leather thong 
a cowboy holds in his mouth when he 
bulldogs a steer. After wrestling the ani- 
mal to the ground, he uses the piggin 
string to tie the steer’s legs so that he 
cannot get up and escape. 

Jelks picked Piggin String out of the 
sales because ke was “squatty and heavily 
muscled.” and looked like a good type for 
the cow country. 

As a racer. Piggin String’s career was 
confined to Quarter Horse dashes in 
Tucson; he never ran elsewhere. or in a 
Thoroughbred race. For two years he was 
the champion of his division. Having 
cleaned up just about everything in sight. 
Jelks and Wollard decided to ship him 
to California and to let him have a whirl 
against some Thoroughbred competition. 
In his final workout before boarding a 
train, Piggin String stepped in a_ hole, 
spread a sesamoid, and the trip was called 
off. 

He was retired to the stud at M. H, 
Haskell’s Rincon Stock Farm, near Tucson, 
where he still stands. along with another 
speed horse. Spotted Bull. Piggin String 
has been used chiefly as a sire of Quarter 
Horses. a field in which he has had a 
great deal of success. Rukin String. a 
holder of 2 world records and a winner 
of 10 straight dashes last vear as a 3- 
year-old, is probably his best son. (Mr. 
Jelks’ middle name is Rukin. and so the 
horse is named for him.) Piggin String 
also is the sire of 17 Thoroughbreds. in- 
cluding a fast trick named Heno Sissy. 
and now he has the promising 2-year-old 
Wide Loop. 

Last fall. before the colt was broken. 
Jelks sold Wide Loop to Jack Goodman. 
who owns the lovely Coronado Hotel and 
half a dozen other hostelries throughout 
the country, and Jack Holliday. who owns 


steel mills in Indianapolis. They never 
had owned a horse before, so you might 
say they had a little beginner’s luck when 
they bought Wide Loop. 

At the time, they didn’t quite know 
whether they wanted to look at him. use 
him for a polo pony, or race him. He was 
broken for use as a polo pony, but the 
colt’s natural speed got them to wonder- 
ing if he might not make a useful race 
horse. after all. 

That was last Christmas. During the 
holidays, Wollard returned to Arizona 
from Santa Anita Park, and Goodman 
and Holliday suggested that he add Wide 
Loop to his stable. At first blush, Wollard 
was inclined to laugh it off. but he prom- 
ised to inspect Wide Loop before returning 
to California. What Wollard did was 
match the 2-year-old against a good Quar- 
ter Horse for one furlong. When Wide 
Loop won handily, he became a member 
of the stable in excellent standing. and 
immediately was shipped to Santa Anita. 


TIMELY. Wollard was itching for the 
chance to introduce the pony from the 
cow country to fashionable Santa Anita, 
but just before he was to make his debut 
the colt bucked his shins, then came down 
with pneumonia. 

Wide Doop then shipped to Bay Mead- 
ows. where one morning Wollard caught 
him in :3325, Of course, he didn’t quite 
believe it, stuck the watch in his pocket, 
and headed back to the barn. On the way, 
he passed the clocker’s stand, and some- 
one called him aside and asked if he had 
timed Wide Loop. 

“Uh-huh.” Wollard answered, trying to 
be nonchalant and non-commital about it 


all. 


“Did you get him good?” the clocker 
asked. 

“Pretty good.” Wollard said. 

“Well. T got him in :3325.” the clocker 
said. 

“So did 1.2” Wollard admitted. 

“Tell you what Vl do.” the clocker 
said. “VIL put it down a litle slower. 


Don’t tell anyone.” 

Wollard wasn’t asking any favors. and 
it wasn’t his business to tell the clockers 
how to run their's. so he said nothing. 
But the afternoon that Wide Loop 
made his racing debut. his odds dropped 
from an opening 25-1 to 2-1, It seems the 
clocker had phoned everyone he knew in

er 
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California and Las Vegas and told them 
about Wide Loop. 

Wide Loop won at Hollywood Park. 
Then he won his first start at Del Mar. In 
his race here. he just breezed along in the 
backstretch, then went away to win by 314 
lengths in the respectable time of 1:0445 
for 514 furlongs. “I told the boy to let 
him run only an eighth of a mile, and he 
did.” Wollard said. 

Wide Loop, unfortunately. is not nom- 
inated for the Del Mar Futurity. but Wol- 
lard is entertaining stakes ambitions, and 
the chances are the colt by the unfashion- 
able Piggin String will make his next 
start in the Graduation Stakes. 

Wollard has been in racing all his life. 
“The only time [ can remember not hav- 
ing a horse.” he said. “is when I was 
going to the university.” Sometime during 
his boyhood, he acquired the name of 
Claney. which has stuck with him ever 
since. No one ever would think of calling 
him anything else. 

At one time, Wollard thought he would 
like to be a jockey. and he rode for a 
while around the fairs in Kansas. That was 
when he weighed only 65 pounds. Now 
he tips the seales at 210. and stands an 
even 6 feet. He has a quick smile. and 
deep red hair. 


MAN AND BROOM. Some 22. years 
ago. Jelks got the idea that ranchers 
around Tucson could) have some fun 
staging races on Sunday. so he started a 
track called Moltaeque. Wollard was gen- 
eral manager. racing secretary. conces- 
sionaire. and occasionally even the man in 


charge of sweeping out, They managed to 
fill the cards by staging running races, 
steeplechases, Indian wagon races. and 
match races. Moltaeque thrived so well 
that Jelks and Wollard eventually built 
Rillito, a new and larger track, which 
they owned for 11 years before selling 
it last year. 


New Rule in Maryland 


A new eligibility rule. affecting horses 
racing at Bowie, Laurel. and Pimlico, will 
be in effect this fall. The ruling reads as 
follows: 

“Any horse 3 years old and up, running 
in a race carrying a purse of less than 
$1.500 since July 1 prior to the opening 
of any of the Maryland mile tracks. will 
be ineligible to be entered in any race at 
Bowie. Laurel. and Pimlico. unless said 
horse has finished first. second or third in 
a race carrying a purse of $1.500 or more 
since July 1 prior to the opening of any 
meeting at a Maryland mile track.” 

The rule was drawn up and adopted by 
the new Maryland Racing Council. which 
is composed of representatives of Bowie. 
Laurel. and Pimlico. the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association, the Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Association, and 
the American Trainers’ Association. 

The purpose of the new rule is to thin 
out the great number of entries in the 
$2.500 claiming races at Maryland mile 
tracks. The racing commission has _rati- 


fied the law.

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$7,931 Average at Saratoga 
272 Yearlings Bring Total of $2,157,200 


Despite the high averages of the last 3 
nights at Saratoga, which far surpassed 
the concluding sessions of 1953, the 6-day 
sale ended with an average $419 less 
than last year’s all-time high. At week’s 
end, 272 yearlings had been sold for 
$2.157,200. an average of $7,931. In 1953, 
247 yearlings were sold in 5 days for 
$2.062.500, average $8,350, 

There were 2 principal differences in 
the character of the Saratoga market this 
year: the strength last year was down the 
middle, while this year it was in the 
higher prices; and, as at Keeneland, colt 
prices were up and filly prices were down, 

Eighty per cent of the yearlings sold 
this year could have been bought for 
$2.000 less than the equivalent number in 
1953; 70 per cent could have been bought 
for $2,000 less than in 1953. Last year 10 
yearlings brought less than $2,000, where- 
as this year 36 brought less than $2.000. 

The average for fillies this year was 
$5.420. a drop of $1,716 from 1953. The 
colts this year averaged $491 more than 
last year’s $9,204. 

The sale’s top price—$75.000 for a colt 
by Tudor Minstrel out of Neocracy—was 
paid by Miss Eleonora R. Sears, a modest 
72-year-old woman from Prides Crossing, 
Mass. Making her first auction purchases. 
Miss Sears took 2 colts from the Aga 
Khan’s yearling consignment for a_ total 
expenditure of $98,000. 

Miss Sears, a great-great-granddaughter 
of Thomas Jefferson, is not new to the 
sports world. She was one of the first 
women to fly an airplane, she has been 
an active horseback rider and polo player, 
and at one time she was the best trap-

Saratoga bettors made Fisherman a 1-2 favorite 
for the Travers. and he did not disappoint them. 
Chevation and Lychnus were the early leaders, with 
Fisherman a close third. Hedley Woodhouse began 
to urge his mount leaving the backstretch, and 
Fisherman quickly moved up. He took the lead 
entering the stretch and drew out to win by 2% 
lengths. Chevation tired in the last furlong, finish- 
ed 6 lengths behind Lychnus. 

Fisherman has won 3 of 8 starts this year and 
finished second in 4 others.

Whitney’s Score at Saratoga: 
In 12 Good Days, 14 Wins 


SARATOGA SPRINGS 

An easy way to make $72.70 was dis- 
covered during the first half of the Sara- 
toga meeting. All that was necessary was 
to buy a $2 win ticket every time Sylves- 
ter Veitch sent out one of C. V. Whit- 
ney’s horses. You would have had 14 
winners in 26 races. The Whitneys’ purses 
during the first 12 racing days totaled 
$80.900. They also carried away 4 cups 
for stakes victories. 

There must be a reason why a stable in 
2 weeks can equal its total number of 
wins for the first part of a year. Even 
Mr. Veitch would like to know. Says the 
husky trainer: “I don’t know why. but 
they all are running real well. and there’s 
no sense trying to stop them.” 

From the table below it is apparent that 
the star of the string is Fisherman, win- 
ner of both of his races over the track. 
The small son of Phalanx started off by 
whipping the older sprinters at their own 
game. then came back to beat the 3-year- 
olds in the ancient Travers Stakes, at 85 
the oldest stakes event in America. The 
well made colt looks like the star of the 
stable. too. He has about 40 pounds and 
one inch to show for the 2-month rest he 
took after the Belmont Stakes. 

Fisherman had started the season off 
in excellent style. A more fit Errard King 
took the Experimental Free Handicap. but 
Fisherman came right back to run the 
next 3 Saturdays in a row. He galloped 
away from his field in the Gotham Stakes. 
met his match in Correlation in the Wood 
Memorial Stakes. and then was beaten 11 
lengths by Determine in the Derby. The 
seventh-place showing must have chilled 


Veitch on his chances in the Preakness, 
for Fisherman made his next start in the 
Peter Pan Handicap at Belmont Park, 
where High Gun beat him. The King 
Ranch colt also beat Fisherman in the 
Belmont Stakes. but the margin was only 
a short neck. and the little Whitney colt 
always will be remembered for his game 
attempt to stave off the big rush of High 
Gun in the last 2 furlongs of the 1%- 
mile classic. 

Fisherman now has run 7 times this 
year, always in a stakes event. With only 
his seventh-place showing in the Derby to 
mar a record of having been first or see- 
ond in all his races at 3, Fisherman must 
be rated near the top of his division at 
the moment. 

One thing the table does not show is 
the intrinsic value of one of the 2-year- 
olds. It shows Pyrenees winning his first 
start and earning $2,275. The other entry 
in the ledger shows he finished second and 
got nothing, this was because he was run- 
ning in the sporting. winner-take-all Sar- 
atoga Special. in which he failed by a bob- 
bing nose to sweep up the pot. The nose 
of the first part belonged to Clearwater 
Stable’s Royal Coinage. and it was worth 
$15.000, 


THE RACE. Both colts stayed off the 
early pace of Pyrenees’ stablemate. Brown 
Hackle. and both made their rush at the 
same time. which brought them to the 
head of the stretch on nearly even terms. 
The Whitney colt saved ground along the 
deep rail, and Royal Coinage drifted out 
a bit around the corner. At the %;-pole 
they were side by side about 10 feet off 
the rail. 


The 2 big. handsome. unblinkered colts 
shared turns at breaking the wind. First 
the blazed face of the chestnut *Goya [I 
colt teok the advantage. then in 2 strides 
the perfectly formed head of Royal Coin. 
age pushed ahead. The lead changed 
hands at least 3 times with the final change 
coming at the wire. Up to that time only 
one colt, Wheatley Stable’s Laugh. had 
been able to whip Royal Coinage; but no 
one had given it a better try than Pyre. 
nees. 

It was obvious after the race that the 
Whitney outfit was disappointed by the 
defeat. and those not able to collect their 
tickets were also a bit down in the mouth, 
There were rumblings of “bad ride”... 
“Should have stayed out of the deep 
going on the inside”... . “Why didn’t he 
take up and come around the field?” The 
only answer is that Atkinson’s ride was 
a good one; the colt was not in the deep 
going on the rail, but, because he had a 
horse outside of him, he will always be 
tabbed as the inside horse; and Pyrenees 
had saved 3 or 4 lengths sticking to the 
inside and getting through at the head of 
the stretch. 

Veitch uses a great variety of jockeys 
in an effort to fit the boy to the horse, 
He feels that the different styles of horses 
in his barn require different styles of 
riding. From the short-legged, scrubbing 
style of Hedley Woodhouse to the long. 
stirruped, hunching style of Eric Guerin 
is quite a jump. But Veitch used both, as 
well as the hustling style of Ted Atkinson, 
the strong final push of Eddie Arcaro, and 
the cool no-whip-but-hold-them-together 
style of Charlie O’Brien, to win his 14 
events. 

Pyrenees’ next race will be much im- 
proved. His first outing showed a. tre. 
mendous speed, and the Special brought 
out a similar large portion of intestinal 
fortitude. He is learning with each race.

BUMPO. The race which Whitney won 
between the Special and the Travers was 
entitled “The Nattie Bumpo,” and a ques- 
tion was raised as to whether the maiden 
event was named after the horse or the 
Indian scout of this area. Benjamin Ladd 
Cook. of Newport. R. L. said it was the 
horse. The son of The Meddler had been 
bought by Cook for $62.50 at an auction 
of skinners at Van Tassel’s and Kearney’s 
place on 13th Street and Broadway when 
Cook was acting as purchasing agent for 
the 103rd Field Artillery before the out- 
fit shipped to France in World War I. The 
horse had set a record broad-jump of 28 
feet a few years before. but he had run 
down after a trip to Canada and back 
under a 220-pound master. 

Cook fixed the horse’s teeth. and weight 
increased accordingly: so much so, in fact. 
that one of the efficers of the outfit asked 
to take the colt abroad as his mount. Stip- 
ulation was made for a merciful death if 
it should be needed. and Cook parted with 
the pensioner. A mule kicked Nattie on 


the ship. however. and broke his leg. Nat- 
tie had a full burial in the middle of the 
Atlantic Ocean, and it only seems right 
that the race should be named for a horse 
such as that rather than some smelly old 
Indian scout. 


AHOY. One of the selling points of 
Thoroughbred racing is the great variety 
of people it attracts. Last Monday 3 of 
the owners on the program were: America’s 
top woman skier, Andrea Mead Law- 
rence: Mrs. Clara Adams. a white-thatched 
grandmother who trains her own horses: 
and Howard A. Flanigan. a retired rear 
admiral in the United States Navy.

*MISTER BLACK’S CASE 


Hasty House Farm’s *Mister Black, 
winner of the Grassland Handicap on 
Saturday, August 14. showed a reaction 
to stimulation tests given after the race, 
Clement Nance. secretary of the Illinois 
Racing Board, announced Tuesday. The 
Chicago Biological Research Laboratory. 
which performs the chemical tests for all 
Chicago tracks, said *Mister Black’s speci- 
men showed traces of a drug “in the 
nature of amphetamine.” which is another 
name for benzedrene. 

Dr. Alex Harthill. of Louisville. who 
treated *Mister Black last week. said that 
he gave the horse medicine containing 
amphetamine on Wednesday and Thurs- 
day. He said he “made a mistake” when 
he did not report this to the Washington 
Park stewards. as prescribed by the TIli- 
nois racing rules. 

Dr. Harthill said it was necessary to 
treat *Mister Black because the horse had 
not been able to urinate on Wednesday 
or Thursday. He added that the horse was

in a normal condition by Saturday. 

The Illinois Racing Board held a pre- 
liminary hearing on the case Tuesday, 
Harry Trotsek, *Mister Black’s trainer, 
said he had been in Saratoga last week 
and had not returned to Chicago until 
Saturday’s racing had started. “I’m flab- 
bergasted,” Trotsek said. “When some- 
body first told me about *Mister Black. I 
thought it was a big joke.” 

Allie E. Reuben, Hasty House owner, 
was in Toledo at the time of the racing 
board’s announcement. Reuben was in 
Saratoga last week with Trotsek and had 
stopped at his home in Toledo before re- 
turning to Washington Park. Reuben said 
he “didn’t even know the horse was ill.” 

Final decision on the case was expected 
to be postponed until Paul Serdar, chair- 
man of the racing board, returns to Chi- 
cago from a business trip to Utah.

For more than 14-mile of the Arlington 
Lassie Stakes on July 14 Hasty House 
Farm’s bay filly Alspal (Eight) Thirty— 
Halsgal. by Haltal) held a short lead. 
Charlton Clay’s previously undefeated Lea 
Lane then passed her and went into the 
stretch with a 3-length lead. only to get 
beaten by Delta’s nose at the wire. Alspal 
finished third. nearly 3 lengths behind 
the first 2. 

After the Lassie. Alspal’s rider, John 
Adams. said he probably could have stayed 
in front a little longer but had taken hold 
of the Hasty House filly in the hope she 
would save enough to get up for the final 
struggle.

Lea Lane. a little lighter than formerly. 
seemed a bit bewildered by having a horse 
in front of her all the way. There was no 
Delta. or anything else. close enough be- 
hind to cause any alarm. Always a high- 
headed runner. she tossed her head even 
higher and from side to side as she tried 
vainly to catch Alspal. She 
beaten at the eighth-pole. 

Both Lea Lane and the winner (and 
others behind them. for that matter) 
swerved in the stretch run. but there was 
no noticeable interference, Alspal simply 
outran her rival, avenging a defeat by Lea 
Lane in the Pollyanna and by both Delta 
and Lea Lane in the Lassie.

W. K. Dawes’ gelding Belmont Park. 


by Delville Weod out of Sweet Chime. made 
racing history at the Sydney Turf Club’s 
meeting at Rosehill. near Sydney. on July 
31, the closing day of the 1953-54 season. 
On that day Belmont Park was 3. Next 
day he entered his fourth year. 

Belmont Park. in 34 minutes. won 2 
races—first the 10-furlong Auburn Stakes 
in which hc scored in a camera finish from 
Oxley, another Delville Wood gelding. To 
the amazement of all racegoers Belmont 
Park was saddled up again for the follow- 
ing event. the Welter Handicap of 9 fur- 
longs. and this time. at a much longer 
quotation in the betting market. he scored 
easily. 

It was a remarkable triumph for this 
sturdy animal, but whether it will do him 
any good will be known later on, I asked 
Dawes why he had named his horse Bel- 
mont Park. “Well.” he said, “when I 
visited America I went to see the principal 
race courses and I thought Belmont Park 
was the loveliest.” 

Hydrogen, Australia’s greatest stakes 
winner since Phar Lap, is also by Del- 
ville Wood. Hydrogen is to resume racing, 
He was “retired” from the turf a few 
months ago, but his owner, E. R. Wil- 


liams. thinks he may pick up some weight- 
for-age prizes. 

When the season ended on July 31, 
Delville Wood led the sires’ list in the 
Sydney area with 45 winners. 36 seconds 
and 29 thirds. He is by Bois Roussel. 

Next to Delville Wood came the French 
sire Genetout, by Vatout out of Lady 
Genevieve. with 21 winners. Midstream 
was third on the list. In Melbourne the 
leading sire was Helios. by Hyperion out

Flicka de St. Cyr won this race with great ease, 
despite carrying 9 pounds overweight. She struck to 
the front in the last quarter-mile, leaving Samum 
and the 1953 Derby winner Rivinsondoli to battle 
it out for second place. 

Foaled in France and bought by Filippo Gallina 
at the Deauville yearling sales, Flicka de St. Cyr 
was sold in April of this year to the Razza di Vulci. 
Winner of more than 10,000,000 lire this year, she 
may be considered the best filly racing in Italy. 


Scandinavia, by Asben Kr. Aamot 

Not since the Danish colt Far West won 
all 3 Seandinavian Derbys in 1950 has any 
colt or filly made a successful bid to win 
these 3 classic races. The Danish Derby 
is run first. then the Swedish. the Nor. 
wegian Derby last of all. In 1951 Hurri. 
cane won the Danish and the Swedish 
Derbys. but did not run for the Norwe. 
gian. Herodes. second in the Swedish 
Derby. ran fifth in the Norwegian. beaten 
7 lengths by the filly Cecilie. In 1952 
Fusan won the Danish classic. ran third 
in the Swedish. and won the Norwegian 
Derby. In 1953 Stratos. second to Tramon. 
tana in the Swedish Derby. won the Nor. 
wegian by five lengths. 

This year a Danish colt, Sisu. has a good 
chance of winning the third of the Derbys, 
Winning the Danish and the Swedish 
classics by a narrow margin from Bon 
Courage and Amarant. respectively. he 
should have his third Derby won on col. 
lateral form, Bon Courage and_ Prince 
Paris. second and third in the Danish 
Derby. are broken down. Amarant and 
Lord Nelson, second and third in the Swe. 
dish Derby. are rot even nominated to the 
Norwegian classic. Horses to beat in the 
Norwegian Derby might have been the 
Danish colt Allerforste, which ran wretch- 
edly in the Derby Trial, and Avanti, win- 
ner of the Norwegian Two Thousand 
Guineas. Now Avanti has rapped his right 
front leg and will not run for the Derby,

Wins ZEwo More Stakes — 


Sapling and Saratoga Special] 


Mereworth-bred ROYAL COINAGE won two stakes 
last week, the $30,000 added Sapling Stakes at Mon- 
mouth on Monday and the $15,000 winner-take-all Sara- 
toga Special on Saturday. 


The photograph above shows Royal Coinage win- 
ning the Sapling Stakes over previously unbeaten Royal 
Note, winner of the Arlington Futurity, etc. Winning 
his first two starts, including the Great American Stakes, 
on fast tracks, Royal Coinage took the Sapling in sloppy 
going. “This horse can handle any kind of going,” said 
Jockey Jack Skelly after the race. 


In the Saratoga Special, the second horse was 
Pyrenees, which had made a great impression with an 
easy victory at Saratoga Aug. 5. Third was Summer 
Tan, winner of the Youthful Stakes and the United States 
Hotel Stakes a week before the Special. 


The victory at Saratcga was the fifth in six starts for 
Royal Coinage and his third stakes win. His only loss 
was by a head to Laugh in the Albany Stakes and Train- 
er Al Pupino blames himself for this defeat, saying he 
ran the colt when he was not right for the race. In the 
only other meeting of Royal Coinage and Laugh, Royal 
Coinage was the winner by 2% lengths in the Great 
American Stakes. 

In his other starts, Royal Coinage won his first 
effort by six lengths at Aqueduct, and won an allow- 
ance race at Monmouth by 42 over Right Down. He 
now has won approximately $64,000. 

Royal Coinage is by Eight Thirty and is out of the 
Mereworth mare, Canina, a stakes-winning daughter of 
*Bull Dog. Canina now has three foals of racing age 
and all are winners. She did not have a foal in 1954, 
but she now is in foal to On Trust.
